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The present amendment would overcome the 103 rejection in the Office Action mailed on June 15, 2005. 
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However, the present amendment does not make the claims allowable because, A) Applicant does not have enough support in the 
specification for the limitation stating that the heat flux sensors are not temperature sensors. This statement is not presented in the 
originally filed specification. Also, in paragraph [0030] of the specification, the Applicant states that the "temperature can also be 
measured directly by the thin film heat flux sensors". This would imply, that, at the time when the heat flux sensors are used to measure 
temperature, they are temperature sensors according to commonly used temperature sensor definition. 

B) In addition, Wynnyckyj et al. (U.S. 4571094) who measures heat flux with thermocouples, states that flux meters (sensors) also can 
be used (col. 2, line 11). 
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
